The audience last evening numbered 


about 2500 persons, and the manner 
in which they rendered the songs from 
Prof. R. E. Mitchell's ''little red book" 
was both Impressive and inspiring.

mon. 
It is a commendable fact that 


the solos and duets offered by the

supreme interest manifested by the 
large audience.

Pianist Albert G. Fath 
of the Lyon party, whose work is par- 
ticularly fascinating and capable, was,

Dr. Ljon's appearance on the plat- 


form was the signal for an assuring 
outburst of applause which caused the 
evangelist's face to light up with that 


smile that has endeared him to the 
hearts of all who have come in con- 
tact with his sincerity and kindly 
spirit. When the brief confusion had 
subsided. Dr. Lyon welcomed the vis- 
iting delegations to th« tabernacle. 
'•It's good to se« the girls here from 
the Swisher factory and the men from 
the Jewett Car Works," he said. 
-'•I'want to say to you men that my 


early life mas spent in a tin ahoy, and 
that is about the next thing to your 
work. 1 learned that trade until I 
was nineteen years old, and more 
than once I had my finger* pinched in 
the rollers, and the hammer blackened 
by fingers, so I have a heap of sym- 
pathy with the men that pound along 
day after day in the mill and in the 
shops. 


"I really envy Mrs. Allison and Mr. 


Holloway for the pleasure they are 
getting out of their work, by getting 
in personal touch with you. I believe 
the meeting that I most enjoy is one 
where I can jump up on a piece of 
machinery and tell the men about 
Jesus while they are eating their din- 
ner.

may come out definitely on the Lord's 
side before these meetings are closed."

"God's salvation cannot be bought. 


Why? Because we ha\e not the where- 
withal to buy it " If we try to pay 
God for everlasting life, where would 
we get the wherewithal to pay for it. 
It would simply be taking money out 
of one pocket and putting it into the 
other. All we have has come from 
God, 


for every good and perfect gift 
is 


from above. 


"If you and I should try to pay God 


for salvation, we could not pay what 
it is worth," declared the evangelist, 
as he placed before his audience the 
hypothetical case of 
offering a $10 


Bible for 23 cents, and told of the mad 
rush of a certain man to get it. The 
man, 
he said, would probably rush' 


home and tell his wife about Tiis* 


quoted Dr. Lyon, as the text for his 
evening discourse. "I am going to 
sneak to those'who are in. the difficult 
places in life. Any plait of salvation 
to be worthy of God and all men must 
be broad in its scope and 
effective 


enough In results to meet the needs 
of all classes and. conditions of soci- 
ety, not only the favorable but also 
the unfavorably situated. 
There are 


those who are trying to excuse them- 
selves from living the Christian' life 
because, they say, they find themselves 
possessed by nature with evil ele- 
ments of character, and they_reason 
this way, 1 have had no part in bring- 
ing myself into this world^ endowing 
myself with these unfortunate attri- 
butes, and certainly-a Just and loving 
God is not going to call me to ac- 
count for possession of an evil nature 
that I have not endowed myself with.' 


"Others eay, 1 find my surroundings 


in the school, home and shop such 
that my environment Is unfavorable 
for being a Christian and living a 
Christian life, and since I am not re- 
sponsible for this surrounding, surely 
a just God as not going to ask me to 
be a Christian under these conditions." 
That seems fair enough. One thing is 
certain.—that God is striving just as 
rapidly as He can to banish from this 
world all wickedness, and He is try- 
ing to make each day's conditions 
more favorable for you and me. 


Xb Reasonable Excuse. 
"In the meantime, while things are 


as they are, when you have to work In 
the shop beside the man who swears 
and brings out your evil nature in- 
stead of the best of you," when 
the 


conditions in the home and store and 
school seems to stifle the best and 
stimulate the worst, are you to be ex- 
cused from living a Christian 
life? 


Yes,—were It not for one thing, and 
that is the plain statement of God's 
word in the text of this evening, (2d 
Cor. 12:9) 'For my grace is sufficient 
tor thee.' I care not how heavily 
there may weigh down in one side of 
the scales the evil Heredity and eveil 
environment, if you will put this plain 
promise of God on the other side, it 
will go down and the other side of the 
scale will go up.'" 


There are three especial thoughts in 


connection with this promise that Dr. 
Lyon emphasizes. "The first has to do 
with the quality of God's grace, 
the 


second with the 
quantity of God's 


grace and the third with the direct- 
ness of God's grace." 


"Someone ias defined grace a good 


deal better than I can, when he said: 
Grace is the free and unmerited fav- 
or of God.' You have heard people 
talk about free grace. 
There is no 


other kind of grace. You might just 
as well talk of anything being free 
gratis for nothing. It's simply piling 
up terms. We h?ve little in this 
•world like unto the grace of God. The 
nearest we have in business Is the

election, according to a statement of 
District Attorney Zabel. 


Causes a Sensation. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—Me- 


dill McCormick, of Chicago, stirred 
up a sensation before the Clapp Com- 
mittee today. wSen as the first wit- 
ness In today's session.he read a pre- 
pared statement touching upon the 
attempted assassination of Colonel 
Roosevelt, declaring It had been in- 
stituted by "falsehoods and charac- 
ter assassins and liars like Charles 
B. Hilles." 
'•It is difficult for any ordinary 


man In the compass of ordinary lan- 
guage to compete with the testimony 
of character assassins and liars like 
Mr. Hilles, men wao by their false- 
hoods incite weak-minded men to 
actual assassination," -was the pas- 
sage which brought out a storm of 
protest from ,tce committee, in which 
Chairman Clapp joined.

Wilmington, Del., Oct 18.—Governor

The Governor apologized repeatedly 


for the necessity occasioned by en- 
gagements that could not be broken, 
of campaigning while the man who 
has been his only active opponent is 
incapacitated.

day with a big parade and meeting at 
Wilmington last night. 


Urging Delaware to "join the pro- 


cession of progressive states," Govern- 
or Wilson declared in his speeches 
that It was "dangerous to block the 
progress of reform in America," and 
that the "standpat dam, which Is the 
only thing that holds back the popular 
forces will presently break."' 
"I do not predict trouble in the 


United States/' he said. "I rejoice to 
believe that America is singularly a 
SfcT-possessed nation. It is adverse to

States that should

MUIBEK OF ROSEMIAl 


Inspired by Clique of Caatifn 


Win Be the lines of Detent's

New York, 
Oct. 18.—John W. 


Hart, of counsel for Police Lieuten- 
ant Charles Becker, on trial on the 
charge that he instigated the murder 
of Herman Rosentbal, gambler, haa 
begun his opening address to the 
jury, the state having rested its ease. 


If Becker has his way, Hart Bays, 
he -will go on the stand in his own. 
behalf. 
Whether counsel will at- 


tempt to dissuade him from the de- 
sire has not been determined. - John. 
F. Melntyre, his chief attorney, said 
"Becer is anxious to take the stand. 
We may allow him to but this haa 
not been determined." 


Former District Attorney Jerome 
will be one of a dozen or more "Wit- 
nesses the defense plans to call. Je- 
rome is expected by Becker's counael 
to break down a portion of the testi- 
mony of Jack 'Rose. In connection 
with an alleged telephone conversa- 
tion -with Becker, introduced by tne 
state to show that Becker had guilty 
knowledge of the crime. Sam Paul, 
whose gambling place was frequent- 
ly raided by Becker; and other mem- 
bers of the gambling fraternity, are 
also included among Becker's wit- 
nesses. 


The accused Police Lieutenant ex- 
pressed himself as confident of ac- 
quittal after adjournment had been 
taken on the announcement by Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman that the peo- 
ple's case "was complete. 


Becker -was in a happy mood, for 
the counsel had just won a victory 
over the prosecution. This was when 
Justice Goff granted a motion by 
Mclntyre that there be excluded all 
testimony tending 
to show that 


Becker had amassed a fortune from, 
gamblers in graft. 


District Att«—— Whitman had 13 
bank tellers ready to swear that 
Becker had bank accounts totaling 
nearly $50,000, but not one was al- 
lowed to testify.
